Politicians 
of large aspirations and easy principles throw 
up their hats and shout when they see the 
people gather. 

This is no time for maneuvering and “ trum- 
pets of uncertain sound.” The late action of 
the Senate on the amnesty bill, and the con- 
duet of General Grant’s friends, and espe 

cinlly of Mr. Colfax, in giving the casting 
vote to tack on to it Mr. Sumner’s civil riz hts 
bill, ought to settle at once the vote of the 
South for Greeley and Brown. 

Gen. Grant is a “latter day saint” among 
the Republicans. Up to the war he was ur 
derstood to be a Duuglass Democrat. Some- 
time after its commencement, he certainly 
said: “If I thought this war was for the exter- 
mination of slavery, | would countermarch 
my army.” Many true Southern men who 
were conservative in their views, were dis- 
posed to supportchim if they could. Their 
leading objection to him was his apparent 
hostility to the white race of the South. In 

all conflicts with the thieving carpet-baggers 
and scalawags, he seems to have taken sides 
ag-inst us. When, unexpectedly, he recom- 

mended to Congress an amnesty for the South, 

my own feelings were greatly mollified to- 

wards him, not entirely changed. I hoped 

the time had come when true Southern men 

could support a federal administration. Very 

soon, however, the action of his friends and 

of a part of his press seemed to indicate 

either, that he was unable to control them, or 
was indifferent to the result. The Senate’s 
action above alluded to, leaves no room for 
further doubts. 

General Grant is of great ability. No man 

of mean capacity ever accomplished his deeds. 

That part of our press which denies his in- 
telhect is both prejudiced and intolerant. It 
is a great disadvantage to underate the ca- 

pacity of an adversary. 

His project of the annexation of St. Do- 

mingo was an em:netly democratic doctrine 

Except as to its details, how could we oppose 
it and be consistent? Surely, with some of 

us, this was no objection to him. 

If, notwithstanding the language of the 

different acts creating the public debt, it is to 

be paid in coin, his management of the 

treasury has been able and successful.
